When the City University announced its ‘Open Admissions Program in 

1969, tne principal impact seemed to be local. Since then, an enormous 
amount of material has been generated about Open Admissions. Its merits 
have been extolled and disputed, its new students analyzed, its tech- 
niques discussed, and the social implications of the policy itself argued 
across the nation. Each author, whether his opinion is favorable, nega- 
tive or confused, has contributed to a large and growing public debate on 
what has become one of the central issues in American higher education. 


Bits and pieces of the debate have a bad habit of getting lost, and in an 
effort to pull together everything that has appeared so far, Professor 
Karkhanis of the Kingsborough Community College library, with support from 
both the president and the faculty of Kingsborough Community College, has 
compiled a complete bibliography. This was a labor of interest and skill 
for which the University and its many publics owe Mr. Karkhanis and his 
helpers at Kingsborough Community College most sincere thanks. 


The University is publishing and distributing this bibliography in the 
hopes that it will add to an understanding of Open Admissions and to 
future public discussions of it. It should also serve as an aid to an 
unknown (and perhaps unborn) historian who someday must wade through all 
the evidence pro and con on this exciting and controversial educational 
policy. 
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The focus of this Bibliography is the Open Admissions 
Policy at the City University of New York. A few books and 
articles which were considered to be :selevant to the concept 
of open admissions are also included in the hope that they 
may add comprehensiveness to the study of open admigsions. 


The first part of the Bibliography covers the CUNY publi- 
cations relating to open admissions. The section on Articles 
includes articles and papers which go beyond the mere description 
of the open admissions policy at CUNY. Consideration was aleo 
given to include varied articles presenting differing points of 
views. The selection of articles from the New York Times was 
based on the content of the article rather than just reporting 
of the news.
